In a year that’s already 
seen the worst timber and 
brush fires in 20 years in 
California and five othei 
western states, the aigns 
have never bean, more clear: 
‘‘Brush conditions in South¬ 
ern California pose the 
threat of one of the worsl 
fire seasons ever,” says Fire 
Chief Charles Brown. 

The situation developed 
last winter when heavy 
rains caused the native 
brush to flourish and then 
the hot aummei dried out 
the plants, making the 
southern part of the state a 
virtual finder box. 

And- despite havinrr been 
alerted to the explosiveness 
of the situation, the simple 
fact is many Southern Cali¬ 
fornia homeowners h.-.va r 
taken long-term precautions 
nece.ssary to safeguard their 
^ home against a bnush-fire 
eventuality. 

However, even In this the 
midst of the annual fire sea¬ 
son (late September, Octo¬ 
ber and November), there is 
still time for homeowners 
to undertake some short¬ 
term safety measures that 
could reduce the hazards.

The State Supreme Court’s recent adverse interpre¬ 
tation of Prop. 20 confirmed the warnings of last fall to 
such an extent that the chairman of the State Coast Com¬ 
mission, created by the act, considers it “a diseaster.” As 
could be expected, he also called it “a give-away to the 
developers,” and the forerunner of further decisions weak¬ 
ening the impact of the initiative. He probably is correct 
in the latter, at least. 

The court’s ruling is too complex to discuss briefly, 
but it concerns exemptions from the new law based on 
"vested rights” acquired before passage of Prop. 20. Mel¬ 
vin B. Lane, commission chairman, charged that the court 
had misread the expectation of the voters favoring the 
initiative, that the average voter “had no idea that a 
gian loophole was being provided . . . .”
